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PREFACE 


The collection of hymns in this book is presented as especially suited to the in- 
stincts, aptitudes and needs of young hearts and minds. It offers opportunity for 
the cultivation of the religious elements in the natures of young people and for the 
expression of their own distinctive qualities. It brings to them their heritage of 
great lyrics of the church. It contains a wide range of hymns expressive of modern 
religious ideals, such as brotherhood and service, world fellowship, social justice, 
democracy, peace. The touchstones for choice for this limited selection out of the 
multitude of acceptable hymns have been religious and literary excellence, and the 
picturesque, sturdy, spirited and joyous qualities that appeal to the spirit of youth. 

The music to which these hymns have been set has been carefully studied, that in 
each case it may suitably interpret the words. Occasionally a familiar setting has 
been discarded in favor of one of greater musical excellence. The slight effort needed 
to teach and to learn the new tune will be abundantly rewarded. Tunes have been 
repeated when they are suited to another set of words, thus giving to favorite melo- 
dies a wider use. The inclusion in the special services of some music which has 
grown familiar during the rest of the year, lessens the amount of preparation needed 
for the yearly festivals. 

The music in this book is offered with confidence as that which affords at once a 
high average of excellence and a popular appeal. Both musicians and untrained 
lovers of music can sing it with satisfaction. The use by children and young people 
of good music will, it is believed, diminish the desire for weak and sentimental 
melodies as hymn settings, and that through familiarity with what is excellent, in- 
ferior music will lose its attraction. 

The services for worship and the service outlines present an order that seeks to 
combine liturgical beauty with the spirit of free religious expression. They present 
a single theme to the young mind at worship, so that the idea given worthy form in 
Scripture and hymns may awaken genuine religious emotions. Variety is secured 
by the selection of several hymns, any one of which is suitable to the theme, by the 
form (unison, responsive or antiphonal) of the readings, by a choice between two 
readings or prayers offered, and portions that may be used at one time and omitted 
atanother. The services are designed to develop the spirit of reverence, cultivate the 
sense of values and the power of choice, and arouse the will to do. They are com- 
posite, containing elements tested by use in church schools in various parts of the 
country. They are enriched by the utterance of devout souls in many lands and times. 
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PREFACE 


The outlines are intended especially for the one who leads the service and so trains 
the devotional life of children and young people. They show how different phases 
of a theme may be carried through a series of services. They point out ways of 
using the “Service Elements” in preparing orders of worship on other topics than 
those here offered. In this way the worship of our churches and church schools may 
be enriched by contributions from individuals and groups, and the free spirit at 
worship may find its own expression and develop forms suited to present needs. 

If the editor’s aim has been in any measure attained, there will be found in these 
services and hymns some of the treasures of the world’s devotion fitted to present 
ideas and ideals in religion. It is hoped that this book reflects a high tide of religious 
experience, a noble expression of the spirit of great souls. 

The editor closes her work on The Beacon Hymnal with a prayer that these ser- 
vices and hymns may bring to young hearts added sincerity and joy in worship, and 
new consecration to world fellowship and social justice as the highest expression of 
the spirit of good will.

THE CHRISTMAS CYCLE 


(Services 13 to 17.) 


The Sundays preceding Christmas are here treated as part of that Festival 
season. Preparation for the special Christmas service can best be made by using 
services of worship that give the needed instruction and practice. 

The hymns and carols used in Services 13-16 should be the ones selected in ad- 
vance for the Christmas-pageant service. These may be varied and added to, 
year by year, giving needed variety. Notice that the Luke stories (shepherds 
and angels) and the Matthew story (wise-men and star) are kept separate in the 
pre-Christmas services, and their use at different times gives a more thorough and 
accurate knowledge of the content of each Gospel. 

It is not possible to use four pre-Christmas services after Thanksgiving when 
the fourth Sunday is taken for the Christmas service; but week-day schools of 
religion, and a special Sunday hour for the pageant service, or a service on Christ- 
mas Day, will give opportunity for their use. Service 15 or 16 may be used for 
the Christmas service in places where Service 17 is found too long or too elaborate.
